FARM WELL ‘WATER 
OFTEN POLLUTED 


35 Per (Cent. of ‘Samples .Tested by 
Dominion Chemist .Found Serl- 
ously ‘Contaminated . 


Among the samples of agricultural 
interest sent to the Division of Chem: 
istry of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms for analysis last year were 119 
samples of- water from fanm wells, 
with a view to securing information 
as to whether they were pure and 
wholesome for drinking purposes. Of 
these 24 per cent. were found to be 
satisfactory, 18 per cent. were sus- 
picious and probably dangerous, and 
85 per cent. seriously polluted. It is 
found that in the miajonity of instan- 
ces that polluted water comes from 
shallow wells which are improperly 
located, either in the barnyard or 
under the stable or barn, or not far 
from the outhouse. Sooner or later, 
states the Dominion Chemist in his 
annual report, a well thus located 
must become contaminated and its 
water a menace to health. The well 
should be located at least fifty yards 


'from any probable source of contam- 


ination, while as an additional safe- 
guard the surrounding area should 
be maintained in sod. It will be 
found of very considerable value to 
line the well to a depth of 10 to 12 
feet and to a thickness of say 6 
inches with concrete or pudidled clay, 
continuing this wall or ining for a 
foot above gnound.

France's transport and communica- 
tion difficulties in the Ruhr have 
now been overcome, the London 
Evening News states, quoting Gen. 
Payot of the French general staff as 
declaring so in an interview. 


The attitude of France at the Pre- 
miers’ conference in Panis is consis- 
tent with her attitude from the finst. 
It is the result of her long experience 
with German cruelty and duplicity, 
her intimate knowledge of the con- 
tinuing German menace and her des- 
perate resolve that her sufferings and 
Josses in the World War shall not be 
repeated. 

We in America must set our faces 
against the old propaganda that has 
‘been revived here in Germany’s be- 
half. We must arm ourselves against 
the insidious and poisonous argu- 
ments of those who prockiim the 
“danger” from “militaristic” France. 
The purpose of the: propagandists is 
plain—to create sympathy for Ger- 
many and against the courageous 
Huropean power that confronts her 
with the clearest vision of her un- 
changed spirit and aspiration. 

The old aggressive spirit lives in 
Germany, the old crowd iis in commer: 
cial and financial control there, the 
nation has undergone no moral trans- 
formation, there are no signs of repen- 
tance for the harvest of sorrow sown 
in the fearful years fnom 1914 to 1918. 

The money plight of Berlin is arti- 
ficial, deliberately created for Ger- 
many’s ‘own sinister purposes. The 
capitalist class is unimpaired and de- 
termined to prove to the military 
deaders that the future of the country 
lies in its hands. The tobogganing 
of the German mark is a manufac- 
tured phenomenon, a carefully con- 
itrived device for camouflaging the 
abounding prosperity of the captains 
‘of industry. It bears no relation to 
the real state of German business. It 
is only an item in the old German 
game of intrigue and deception. 

Behind the winning professions of 
abject German poverty a smooth oiled 
industrial machine has been speeded 
up. The ‘ambitions of those in con- 
trol of it are as dangerous to the rest 
of the world as the ambitions of the 
military clique were eight and a half 
years ago. We on this side of 
the world are blind to that fact. We 
could visualize the spectacle of ruth- 
less and terror-spreading armies, but 
we cannot or will not see that the old 
imperialistic spirit of Germany  sur- 
vives. France is not fooled by any 
of the suave talk at Berlin. France 
knows that her treacherous neighbor 
{s not to be believed. She hlas seen 
her towns and cities go up in smoke, 
her fields and forests devastated, her 
mines flooded, her manufactories des- 
poiled and destroyed, her sons slaugh-, 
tered by the million. 

Today she insists on the protection 
of her eastern frontier against another 
invasion. The great blunder on the 
part of America was made when we

‘Both Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
have now endorsed Alberta’s system 
of cream grading, so far as the 
dairymen’s conventions of these two 


provinces are concerned. it is likely. 


that legislation will be introduced by 
these two provinces along the lines 
of that in Alberta. Both these 
provinces abolished the cream buy- 
ing stations some two years ago. 


University Report 

During the present there are 1283 
students registered at the Alberta 
University, according to the. annual 
report of that institution. Of these 
336 are first year students, 265 second 
year students, 208 in the third year and 
104 in the fourth year, with 68 
graduates, The remainder includes 
123 corresponding students, 74 sum- 
mer session students, 59 special 
students, 10 public health nurses and 
9 B. D. students. 

There are 666 students in arts and 
sciences, 81 dn applied science, 222 
in medicine, 143 in Jaw, 102 én agri- 
culture, and 44 in pharmacy.

Successful Corn Growing

east of Calgary, is one of Atfberta’s 
successful corn growers. Last yedr, 
he reports having grown 90 acres of 
corn, harvesting more than 1,000 bush- 
els of perfectly matured seed. This 
gave him feed for his hogs.and other 
stock, teaving him a surplus for sale 
as seed. 


Irrigation Council Report 


Water will be available dn the 
spring on two of the irrigation pro- 
jects in southern Alberta, mamely the 
Lethbridge Northern and the United, 
according to the annual report of the 
irrigation council of ‘the province.

-In the Legislature 


One of tthe most important acts of 
the session was’ introduced during 
the past week. by Hon. Mrs. Parlby, 
member of: the government without 
poytfolio. This act makés pmovision 
for certain procedure through the 
courts whereby the ffather of {llegiti- 
mate children may be made _ respon- 
sible for the mafmtenance of - the 
mothers of such children for a certain 
period, and for the maintenance of 
the child until the age of 16 The bill 
is dalled An Act for the Protection of 
the Children of Unmarried Parents, 
and makes provision for the adminis- 
tration of the act under tthe superin- 
tendent of neglected children, who 
may be appointed guardians of il- 
legitimate children under certain con- 
ditions. The act @lso provides for 
the summonsing of fathers of such 
children and for the issuing of 
afftiiation orders ‘against such fathers, 
for the care and maintenance of 
mother and child under certain condi- 
tions. The act received its second 
reading on Thursday following a short 
address by Mrs. ‘Parlby. 

On Monday the house adopted 
unanimously tthe motion of W. C. 
Smith, Rediff, calling for an enquiry 
into the grain trade. 

On a division of ‘the house, the bill 
to incorporate the institute of char- 
tered secretaries was given a six 
months’ hoist, the motion being in- 
troduced by W. M. Davidson as an 
amendment to second reading of the 
bill. The vote stood 43 to 8 in favor 
of the six months’ hoist. 

On Tuesday, on a division of 35 to 
18, tthe house passed an amendment 
aperooucee by Geo. Stringham and W. 

H. Shields to.the motion of Hon. C. 
R. Mitchell respecting sheep grazing 
in closed areas. 

On Thursday the house passed a 
motion introduced iby W. M. David- 
son asking for advance polls in elec- 
tions in the cities of the province and 
the extending of time for closing of 
polls in cities to 8 in the evening. 

Among the measures,standing for 
third reading are the following: Act 
to amend ‘the Travelling Shows Act; 
Act _to'‘amend ithe Irrigation Districts 
Aict; one to assist the Little Bow Irri- 
gation District; one to amend the 
Drainage Districts Act; one to assist 
the Hay Lakes Drainage Disnict; one 
to amend the Railway Act; an Act 
respecting Stock Yards; an Act to 
amend the Clerks of the Court Act; 
one to amend. the Telephone and 
Telegraph Act;; and the Act to 
amend the Domestic Amimals Act. 3

Currie Charges Him. With Cornering 
‘Grain on New York Market 


Toronto, February 23.—In the; On- 
tario legislature last night J... Ae 
Currie (Conservative, Southeast Tor- 
onto), attacked Hon. T. A. Crerar, 
former leader of the Progressive -par- 
ty, on the score of ‘wheat gambling.” 

During discussion on the second 
reading of Hon. Manning Doherty’s 
amendment to the Agricultural De- 
velopment Act, Mr. Currie said Mr. 
Crerar was a wheat gambler, who 
had “cornered wheat on the New 
York market ‘to the extent of $350,- 
000.” His speculation in wheat had 
made it impossible for him to con- 
tinue as Jeader of the Progressives. 
Premier Drury denied both charges. 

_ Charges Denied 

Mr. Crerar, said the premier, -had 
never dealt in wheat to his own ad- 
vantage. He had vacated the leader- 
ship of his party because the farmers 
wanted him ito return to his duties as 
head of their organization. Amd, fur- 
ther, if ‘Mr. Currie ‘had charges. to 
make he should make them where Mr. 
Crerar could answer them. Mr. Currie 
returned to the attack by criticizing 
the premier on the ground that he 
had made no effort 'to stop the steal- 
ing of averages at Fort William.

LEG WEAKNESS DUE 
TO FAULTY (RATIONS 


Faulty rations and mot disease 
cause hogs to “go down behind,” ac- 
cording to the Iowa State Oollege, 
which reports many cases of 
trouble in that State this year. It 
is probable that the lack of mineral 
matter in the ration is the cause of 
leg weakness, although poor breed- 
ing also may have something to do 
with it. Prof. John M. Evvard of 
the Iowa station found a mineral 
mixture containing calcium’ phos- 
phate or equal pants of airslaked 
lime, salt and bonemeal beneficial. 
The college says: 

“Young pigs that show signs of 
weak legs should be fed a_ well- 
balanced ration containing plenty of 
calcium or lime. Often sows that 
have cared for heavy fitters go 
down, supposedly as the restlt of the 
reduction of calcium through milk 
taken by the pigs. Qlacing pigs or 
sows on a milk ration often relieves 
the weakness, since the cow's milk 
has a high-lime or calucium content. 


.| Where weakness appears in a herd 


it is a good plan to try to eliminate 
as soon as possible this line of 
breeding, and get animals with strong 
legs.” ‘
